THE YEAR 1931 


E have just closed an eventful year. Believing 

that a financial review of it would interest our 
subscribers, we shall comment on some of the “high 
spots”. 

The past year has brought with it the most severe 
decline in security prices of the three years of the 
depression now closing. Representative stock averages 
since the first of January.

cluding the year of the stock market “crash”, 1929. 
A most unusual occurrence has been the precipitate 
decline in bond values including even those of the high- 
est grade, which has occurred during the past three 
and a half months. The “Annalist” index of 40 bonds 
has declined some 20% and a list of high grade bonds 
has declined close to 15%. For bonds these are startling 
declines, and more so because a time of low interest 
rates such as the present is usually the time when 
bonds tend to increase in value. Apparently one of 
the explanations is the desire of banks to show liquid 
statements which leads to wholesale unloading of the 
higher grade investments towards the end of the year. 
Apparently these are in large quantity repurchased 
again after December 3lst. 

A great deal of the decline in value of stocks and 
bonds both must be attributed to liquidation of recent 
accounts, including individuals, corporations and banks. 
At the peak of the bull market period there were 
some $20,000,000,000 loaned against securities. The 
total now is somewhat over $6,000,000,000 and broker- 
age loans have reached the phenomenally low figure of 
$611,000,000. It will be remembered that the high was 
over $7,000,000,000. 

As can be seen from these figures even if it were 
necessary to liquidate every loan which, of course, 
cannot happen, more than two-thirds of liquidation 
would already have been accomplished. As a matter 
of fact, probably most of it is accomplished at this 
time, the little remaining apparently being due to the 
fact that some banks are still carrying customers along. 
Before a revival can set in it is necessary to complete 
the liquidation of unsound accounts either individual 
or corporate, and to eliminate these from active par- 
ticipation in the business structure. 

According to the “Annalist” which has a very good 
business index, business is currently running at some- 
what more than 60% of normal. This is as low as 
the index has ever fallen in past periods of depression, 
although, of course, it does not go back to some of the 
worst depressions which occurred in the early 1800's. 
According to various price indexes, commodity prices 
are now down to the pre-war level, and it would not 
seem that much more of a fall could be expected. 


Some prices are still too high while others are de- 


cidedly too low. Farm products as a group are about 
15% below the 1913 level, and if attention is paid to 
some of the principal farm crops such as wheat and 
cotton, this discrepancy would be greatly increased. 
Such prices have presumably reached their lows. 

As is usual in times of depression, the wholesale 
conversion of investments into cash has not only 





violently decreased the price of investment securities, 
but has piled up tremendous cash reserves in various 
places. For example, savings banks have been placed 
in the curious position of having tremendous amounts 
of savings deposited with them, and yet at the same 
time being unwilling to invest it in a declining bond 
market. There has been a very great increase in 
money in circulation and since trade has been slowing 
down the only explanation is hoarding. It would 
seem that one billion dollars or thereabouts has been 
put away in strong boxes or old socks. Money, of 
course, is cheap. The rate for call money here in 
New York is 2%4% and time loans vary between 3 
and 342%. Government treasury loans net only 
slightly better returns. 

So far as the man in the street is concerned, reduc- 
tions in wholesale prices mean little to him. However, 
the past year has witnessed a considerable fall in retail 
prices as well, most representative averages of the 
cost of living being down at least 15% for the year. 

Looking toward the future it is evident (1) That 
there is still some liquidation left and that the sooner 
this is accomplished the better. (2) That retail prices 
must come down to wholesale level before retail buying 
can pick up to any great degree. (3) Certain unsound 
conditions in some of our underlying commodities such 
as cotton and copper must be remedied. When this is 
accomplished the stage is set for a revival. 

From the above it would appear that while a turn is 
in sight we are not yet at the turning point. One en- 
couraging fact, however, is that in all probability 
things will not go much lower. The big problems have 
been met.

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OUR OWN CONSERVATION SUGGESTION 


What to Do About Policy Loans 


E believe that the present system which com- 

panies use for policy loans is bad. About the 
only argument that can be put forth in support of it 
is that its mathematics are extremely simple. No 
doubt this led to its adoption in the first place. On 
the other side, it is open to a number of telling objec- 
tions. In the first place the psychological effect of the 
system on a public which knows little or nothing about 
the mathematical side of life insurance could not be 
worse. The unfortunate policyholder who has to bor- 
row sees his insurance reduced, yet he pays the same 
rate for the reduced amount of insurance, and in 
addition to that has to pay 6% on the amount he 
borrows which he (mistakenly or not) considers to be 
his own money. The reason for this assumption, of 
course, is that he can get it by cashing in his policy 
and if he is insurable he can take out a policy in 
another company. Even if it is pointed out to him 
that the company is charging him interest in order to 
credit earnings on his policy which show up in his 
cash value, he will realize that in order to get out 
these credits to his cash value he must again borrow 
and again be charged 6%. When a man borrows 


against another type of asset such as a bond, he has ' 


the return on his investment as a direct off-set against 
the money borrowed. If the bank said to a collateral 
borrower “In addition to retaining your bond and 
charging you 6% interest on your loan, we are going 
to retain the dividends on your bond, and if you want 
them you will have to pay 6% on those too”, the bor- 
rower would not be pleased. Life insurance companies 
must remember that they deal with a public which 
knows little or nothing about life insurance techni- 
calities, and the procedure used must appeal to the 
average man as being “reasonable”. Furthermore, we 
believe the objections which the average man has to 
the policy loan system are founded more in logic than 
is the company’s defense to the objections. What the 
company really does is to charge the policyholder in- 
terest on the policyholder’s money in order to credit 
him with an asset which the company does not have. 
In other words, before the loan the policyholder has an 
asset and when this asset is returned to him instead 
of charging it off the books altogether, the company 
creates a corresponding liability. This is never shown 
more clearly then when a company goes into receiver- 
ship. If such a company had a large amount of policy 
loans but no other asset, it would still present a finan- 
cial picture which would seem to promise a liquidating 
dividend to its policyholders; yet these would receive 








| nothing. Policy loans gre no more an asset to a com- 


pany than they are a liability to the policyholder. The 
whole transaction is fictitious and merely a series of 
bookkeeping entries. Another objection is, of course, 
the 6% interest rate charged which is too high (if not 
paid in advance it is really a rate of 5.6%). Since 
the company has no risk on a policy loan, and cannot 
lose, it is hardly justified in charging more than it 
nets on its other assets. The reason the 6% is charged 
is to enable the company to recoup part of the expenses 
incident to making the loan. This could be better done 
by an expense charge and the present system is par- 
ticularly unfair to policies with large loans, yet there 
does not seem to be any other method of accomplish- 
ing the desired results. If these theoretical objections 
do not convince any one that the present policy loan 
system needs revamping, we would merely point out 
the fact that most policies which have loans eventually 
lapse. Some companies do much better than others in 
this regard. 

Logical reasoning on the problems involved leads 
straight to the re-issue system. Among the advantages 
of such a system may be listed: (1) the clearness of 
the transaction, so that the average man can under- 
stand exactly what has happened; (2) the advantages 
of keeping the old policy in force stand out promi- 
nently; (3) there is no returning interest charge each 


| year to annoy the policyholder and the policy after a 


loan is in exactly the same condition as before. The 


_ disadvantages of a reissue system as it has been used 


up to the present may be summarized as (1) it re- 
quires contact with the policyholder and this means 
the services of the agency force must be employed ; (2) 
this in turn means either extra trouble for the agent 
for which he is not compensated, and he has enough 
to do now, or else if he is compensated there is extra 


_ expense to’be borne by the policyholder at a time 


when he is in financial difficulty. 

We believe therefore that a solution to present 
troubles might be found in an automatic reissue plan, 
if the expense of reissue can be kept down. We be- 
lieve that if such change is made automatically by en- 
dorsement on the original policy of (1) a new face 
amount, (2) a new premium rate, (3) a new set of 
values, this might be accomplished. It would answer 
the only apparent objections to the reissue plan as it 
is at present used, and by reason of the saving in ex- 
penses the company could reissue at a premium lower 
than the regular premium for the same age, and, of 


course, full reserve values could be allowed. The

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SELF-RELIANT AGRICULTURE 


Extracts from an address delivered by Mr. Charles F. Collisson, Farm Editor of The Minneapolis Tribune, Minneapolis, Minn., at 
the Twenty-fifth Annual Convention of the Association of Life Insurance Presidents. 


6s i we heard from this platform yesterday, legal 

reserve life insurance companies of the United 
States have more than $1,800,000,000, or approxi- 
mately 10% of their total assets, invested in farm 
mortgages. Obviously, the agricultural health of the 
country is of particular interest to the life insurance 
business as well as of vital importance to the economic 
structure of the whole country. For this reason, there- 
fore, I feel free to discuss with you some facts and 
factors bearing upon agricultural conditions and give 
to you the results of our recent efforts in the Notth- 
west looking towards improving the conditions in this 
great phase of American industry. The theme of your 
meeting, ‘Progress Through  Self-Reliance—The 
American Plan,’ is especially apropos of the experi- 
ences which we in the Northwest have had in dealing 
with farm problems. 

“All of us are hearing about somebody’s new plan 
for reviving business, some time in the dim future, 
five, ten, or twenty years from now. 

“We are here to report to you a plan, a ten-year 
plan, laid down in 1921, with a decade of proved and 
accredited success behind it. The beauty about this 
plan is that it works. It is now being carried into its 
second decade, with all the momentum of the first 
behind it. 


“The outline of this plan is simplicity itself. 

“First, survey the community to find out what kind 
of agriculture is successful. Wherever we go we find 
some farmers still making profits, even in times of 
stress, because their methods are sound and their cost 
low. 

“Then give wide publicity to these methods for the 
benefit of the farmer who is not getting ahead. Show 
him what his successful neighbors are doing. 

“Get the business men of the community on the job 
to lend their own genius for organization, cooperation 
and leadership to the farmer. Arouse and inspire them 
to see that the development of sound agriculture is 
simply enlightened selfishness—building their own 
business prosperity. 

“Provide means to finance the farmer who wants 
to change over from the wrong kind of farming into 
the right kind. It is not enough to show him the right 
way but he must be provided with capital to make the 
change. 

“These things, the publisher said, were sound and 
good in 1921. The Tribune has spent more than half- 
a-million dollars on this plan in ten years. The good 
results have more than justified this expenditure. 





“Farm buying power, in the first eight years, actually 
leaped forward 71%, or $661,000,000 increase in 1929 
over 1921. This amounted to $1,679 per farm. The 


_ 1929 income reached the total of $1,588,000,000 in our 


four states—Minnesota, the Dakotas and Montana. In 
1921, it was about $927,000,000 from the same items. 

“Over one-half of these gains came from cow-sow- 
hen-sheep. Their income increased 87% to $807,500,- 
000; four and one-half times our wheat crop, worth 


only $178,465,000.

“Our Farmers have found out,” continued Mr. Col- 
lisson, “that no act of Congress or price fixing can ever 
restore lost fertility to wheat-sick soils, clean up weedy 
grain fields or raise sagging wheat yields one bushel. 
These things and not price alone are the real wheat 
problems in the Northwest, 

“Yet good farming with good livestock is doing 
a better job than any political ‘hokus-pokus’ in raising 
farmers’ incomes. 

“Steadily, surely, rapidly, this system is pushing 
single-crop grain growing clear off the map of the 
Northwest. Farmers are working out their own farm 
relief, milking their own way out of debt to prosperity 
on their own farms—not in Washington. They are 
raising more wheat to the acre at lower costs. 

“A great disservice and injustice have been done to 
agriculture by its over-zealous friends who paint a 
dark picture of the industry as being bankrupt, and 
as seeking hand-outs from Congress. The truth is that 
Agriculture and farmers themselves are making tre- 
mendous forward strides in solving many complex 
problems. Yet professional gloom spreaders have all 
but destroyed the market for farm lands, undermining 
public confidence in America’s best security, the farm 
mortgage. The morale of millions of farmers has been 
lowered by their being told that they can do nothing 
for themselves and must therefore beg of Uncle Sam 
to come and play Santa Claus. In face of all this, there 
are millions of successful farmers who are working 
their way out of difficulties by good farming with good 
livestock, lowered costs and sound business methods. 

“The old-time ‘bread basket of the United States,’ 
our Northwest, has become now the ‘bread and butter 
land of all the world’; a land flowing with milk and 
honey—and money. 

“Wheat has ceased to be the index of our prosperity 
or buying power. Sagging grain prices no longer spell 
defeat or disaster, or ‘frozen credits.’ They do spell, 
however, lower feed.costs for our dairymen and live- 


stock feeders—lower now than for many years.

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A SUGGESTION FOR THE VALUATION OF SECURITIES FOR 
STATEMENT PURPOSES 


IRE and Casualty companies have been embar- 

rassed by the present laws regarding the valuation 
of securities, particularly common stocks, when the 
market quotations for December 3lst of the current 
year is taken. That present conditions are unsatisfactory 
may not be shown better than by the fact that the laws 
of the various states regarding such valuation were sus- 
pended in the years 1907, 1914, 1917, 1918, 1919, 1920, 
1921 and now in the year 1931. Part of the trouble ap- 
pears to arise from lack of legislation limiting the 
amount which fire and casualty companies may invest 
in common stocks; such laws would be beneficial and 
would serve to prevent failures due to over investment 
in stocks and “bear markets,” and likewise the forma- 
tion of new companies primarily for the purpose of 
trading in common stocks, 


The theory that special laws may be used by corpo- 
rations (which have perpetual existence) for the valu- 
ation of their investment securities is not new. It has 
been used for the valuation of bonds for life com- 
panies and other large financial institutions for a 
number of years. It has generally been considered suc- 
cessful, although there are very grave objections in 
theory to the present practice of amortization. Under 
the amortization plan, the discount bond slowly in- 
creases in value and a premium bond slowly decreases 
its value, entirely regardless of what the market value 
may be. The serious effect of this plan on bonds which 
eventually go in default is shown in a subsequent table. 


We believe the following are facts which may not 
be disputed. (1) There is no immediately realizable 
value except market value, and inasmuch as companies 
file their statements as of December 3lst, then the 
market value of December 31st must be controlling. To 
set up arbitrary values at other figures is illogical inas- 
much as it involves the judgment of a few against the 
well considered judgment of the army of investors 
who determine the market value. (2) An insurance 
company is a continuing institution which will not be 
forced to liquidate its entire resources except under 
most unusual conditions. 

By logical reasoning from the two above facts, we 
suggest the following plan to be used for the valuation 
of common stocks and also bonds for statement pur- 
poses; that the value for statement purposes be amor- 
tized to the market value at a certain rate, say twenty 
per cent. In other words, companies would carry se- 
curities at the value used in the previous year’s state- 
ment plus or minus 20 per cent of the difference of 
that value and current market quotations. In effect, 





the reasoning behind the law would be as follows: “\Ve 
recognize that current market quotations are the only 
ones to take; we also recognize that you will be in 
business for several years; therefore we will permit 
you to charge your loss (or profit) on these stocks in 
installments for the next few years.” In practical ap- 
plication before the time was up at a low market 
period, the stocks presumably would have risen; if they 
did not, of course, the company would have to take the 
loss, but no system of valuation would prevent this. 
Nor is there any reason why it should be prevented. 


There are two different ways in which such a pro- 
cedure could be put into effect. The first one, which 
seems to us to have the least merit, is to allow com- 
panies to determine such values individually. This is 
exactly the same as current procedure on amortized 
bonds since no two life companies carry the same bond 
at the same figure in their assets unless they happen 
to purchase it at exactly the same time. The difficulty 
in the suggested plan is that it would allow the com- 
pany to remove the drag caused by too rapid market 
movements, up or down, by the simple expedient of 
selling its securities and replacing them with like kind 
on which the new average would have to be worked 
from cost price. 


We believe a much better method would be for the 
National Convention of Insurance Commissioners to 
arrive at values by the above suggested plan. Com- 
panies would then have to use such values in the annual 
statement. This would eliminate automatically the 
chance of trading large blocks of securities at apparent 
profit since the loss or profit on the first sale would be 
approximately balanced by the profit or loss on the 
second. The only objection to such a plan lies in the 
fact that when market quotations were somewhat dif- 
ferent from commissioners’ values, it would give an 
opportunity for a company to employ surplus funds so 
as to create an apparent profit. The catch, however, to 
such a plan and the difference between this suggestion 
and an arbitrary standard of values such as June 30th 
which has been set up, lies in the fact that not only 
would the values be somewhat different from market, 
but there could also easily be computed what the com- 
panies would have to charge off the next year and the 
year after that, if the market did not rise. In other 
words, it would be a purely temporary value, decreasing 
annually at the rate of 20 per cent of the difference be- 
tween market values and commissioners’ values. 


The same method would, of course, apply to bonds 
and in our opinion would be far better than the present 
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system of amortization. A good block of bonds on the 
amortized basis looks exactly the same as a bad block, 
and the difference does not become evident until the 
bonds actually go in default. The market, of course, 
discounts such an action long in advance, and a com- 
parison of market values will serve to show what is 
coming. Even in bonds, however, market values fluc- 
tuate somewhat too sharply for comfortable statement 
use. This plan smooths out such fluctuations, at the 
same time being guided by market values. A company 
with a bad bond list which eventually would “take a 
trimming” would be able to absorb the depreciation in 
smaller doses each year. In fact, the depreciation could 
be figured in advance with some accuracy. 


It should be clearly understood that the essential dif- 
ference between this suggestion and other plans lies 
in its recognition of market value as a controlling fac- 
tor. Where the value differs from market, the differ- 
ence is only of a temporary nature, and will be prac- 
tically eliminated at the end of ten years were a 
market to remain in a static condition. Of course, 
a different per cent could be taken than the one 
suggested. 


The following tables will show the effect of such a 
plan in particular hypothetical cases. It is necessary, 
of course, to start off from some basis and we should 
suggest that figures of December 31st, 1930 discounted 
against those of December 3lst, 1931, and again dis- 
counted against those for December 31st, 1932 would 
form a suitable base for the application of the system.

CANCELLATION OF POLICY LOANS 


HE firm of Haight, Davis & Haight, consulting 

actuaries of Indianapolis, Indiana, have made an 
interesting suggestion which can be used by life in- 
surance companies in conservation work. The idea 
is briefly to cancel policy loans by the payment of a 
certain definite extra premium depending upon the at- 
tained age of the assured and based upon each $100 
of indebtedness. The policy values which, of course, 


| are also changed, are taken care of by a separate table 











which gives a factor, based upon the attained age 
which shows the amount of the reduction in cash value 
from the regular form. 
essary.

Among the advantages of this plan may be men- 
tioned the fact that the policy is restored to its original 
amount and the practical advantage that it can be put 
into effect from the home office without reissuing the 
policy. 

The factor for the reduction in the reserve equity 
which effects the cash and loan values directly, is as 
follows: Age 20—21.14; age 30—19.61; age 40- 
17.45; age 50—14.53; age 60—11.03; age 70—7.48: 
age 80—4.44; age 90—1.87. 

The net extra premium per $100 of indebtedness 
cancellation would be as follows: Age 20—$4.73; age 
30—$5.10; age 40—$5.73; age 50—$6.88; age 60— 
$9.06; age 70 $13.37. 

We think the plan is interesting and it is certainly 
new. As pointed out in our previous life issue of 
December Ist, outside of commissions and loading, all 
conservation plans must be mathematically alike since 
they deal with the reserve equity in the policy. The 
only point at issue therefore, is the psychological effect 
of the plan upon the assured. It is our opinion that 
the Union Central is working out the best procedure 
along these lines, as all the advantages are clearly 
brought to the assured’s attention in a manner which 
he cannot fail to understand,

This would force a | 
company to meet these expenditures from current in- | 
come which would be a healthy condition, and it 
would likewise prevent the inflation of current profits 
and interest earnings by interest which is not in fact 
received. Naturally, a loan at a time of foreclosure 
should be worth less than originally—not more. 

The second suggestion we would make likewise re- 
fers to mortgages. At present companies carry these 
at face value until they have to be foreclosed should 
this ever prove necessary. The result of this is a 
sudden change in the financial aspect of the statement, 
particularly where a large block of loans gets into 
difficulty. Actually, of course, the change in condition 





has not been sudden but gradual, but was unfortunately 
We believe 
this condition could easily be rectified by a rule some- 
what as follows: That if a mortgage is in arrears one

year then it shall be valued at 95% of the face amount ; 
if two years then at 90% of the face amount; if three 
years then 85%, and so on with possibly a rising scale 
as the period on which interest returns are not paid 
becomes greater. The effect of such a ruling should 
be quite evident; a company which had loans which 
began to default in interest would at once have to set 
up extra surplus against them, and since the procedure 
would be a gradual one it might very easily save a 
company which under the present system would go 
under. 


DISABILITY LOSSES INCREASE 


It may interest our subscribers to know that according 
to the New York Insurance reports, the disability losses 
reported in the annual statement by all companies oper- 
ating in New York State were as follows: 
1928—$18,013,385 1929-—$21,802,069 1930—$47,700,496 

The very large increase in 1930 is probably due in part 
to the depression which makes it more likely that people 
will have recourse to the benefits and less likely that they 





will be able to recover and find gainful employment.

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DENIED APPLICATIONS 
NE of our subscribers asked us regarding com- 
pany practice when settlement accomplished ap- 
plication and a binding receipt was issued, as to 
whether such settlement had to be sent to the home 
office of the company with the application. 

Apparently those companies which operate on the 
branch office system require that any money collected 
from the applicant be deposited at once with the 
branch office cashier. In about one half of the other 
cases, the money much accompany the application to 
the home office and the other half of the companies 
simply require that it be held by the general agent and 
entered in his usual report, so that there be a written 
record of the transaction. 

Our subscriber also inquired as to subsequent prac- 
tice when an application was denied, postponed or filed 
incomplete. Most companies notify the general agent 
of any such action and he in turn through the sub- 
agent communicates with the applicant. The agent's 
interest is protected during the period of postpone- 
ment. Expense of medical examination is usually 
borne by the company, except that in a case where an 
application had previously been denied within one year, 
then the agent must first submit an insurance inquiry 
blank or the expense of examination will be charged 
back to his account. The practice of a few companies 
differed rather markedly from the group in that they 
notified the applicant direct at the same time they noti- 
fied the general agent. One of these companies merely 
states that the application has been declined or post- 
poned. Another company in cases where such pro- 
cedure is possible, notifies the applicant that through 
conditions which may be only temporary, the applica- 
tion has not been acted upon, and that if the applicant 
will furnish the name of his physician a complete re- 
port will be given to that gentleman. It seems to us 
that this is by far the best practice. It involves little 
extra work and 1s likely to leave the applicant with a 
feeling of good-will toward the company where nor- 
mally the opposite results.

“As a consequence, business holds up well in those 
regions where cow-paths are numerous—in our land 
of the kine and the swine, the lamb and the ham, the 
wool and the bull, the honey bee and the hennery—the 
cream pitcher of America. 

“It is principally in grain or cotton, single-crop 
regions that the wail of distress is now long and loud. 
Good farming with good livestock has laid down a 
cushion to light upon, in this testing time for farming 
and business. 

“Minnesota has cut down her wheat growing $2,- 
700,000 acres; now planted to potatoes and corn, hay 
and feeding crops. 

“Her wheat crop, in the world’s greatest flour mill- 
ing state, brought only $21,000,000 in 1929; only $12,- 
376,000 in 1930. Yet her barnyard biddies gave their 
owners $80,000,000 worth of eggs and poultry—mak- 
ing wheat look like chicken feed. 

“Minnesota creameries lead all North America now 
in making golden butter. It sells for $125,600,000. 
Owned largely by farmers, themselves, the creameries 
return 91% of all this money in monthly cream checks 
to our milking dairymen. 

“The dairy cow is a $200,000,000 industry in Minne- 
sota, $300,000,000 in the four Northwestern states. 
She is a three-billion dollar business in the United 
States. Wheat brings less than one billion. 

“Old Bossy gives a harvest in the milk pail every 
day, a cream check every month in the year.

This industry is 
being concentrated in the old grain belt. 

“The Northwestern cow-sow-hen-sheep income, 
dairy, livestock and poultry products, leaped forward 
87% in eight years, to the impressive total of $807,500,- 
000 in 1929. This is four and one-half times the wheat 
crop, $178,500,000 in the four states. It is more than 
all the field crops—-everything grown on Northwestern 
soils. 

“It is worth twice the world’s entire gold output of 


$400,000,000 a year. In Minnesota alone, the flock- 


and-herd income is $442,500,000, or many millions 
more than world gold. 

“Today, in this period of falling prices, these same 
products hold up well by comparison with feeds, grains 
and cotton, the raw materials of farming.

“The cow, the sow, and the little red hen are still 
good markets for overproduced grains and feed crops. 
They are sustaining the whole structure of business 
and agriculture today. 

“There are mounting bank deposits, less unemploy- 
ment, and sound business in the Northwest while other 
parts of the country complain of depression. Depart- 
ment store sales hold up well by comparison with other 
regions.” 


LIFE INSURANCE SALES 
NOVEMBER SHOWING VERY FAVORABLE 


November shows the best record this year in a 
comparison of the monthly new life insurance produc- 
tion with last year’s corresponding monthly figures. 
These facts are revealed by a statement forwarded by 
The Association of Life Insurance Presidents. 

For November, the total new business of all classes 
written by the 44 companies was $846,617,000 against 
$861,047,000 during November of 1930—a decrease of 
1.7 per cent. New Ordinary insurance amounted to 
$587,678,000 against $593,270,000—a decrease of 9/10 
of one per cent. Industrial insurance amounted to 
$230,344,000 against $208,482,000—an increase of 10.5 
per cent. Group insurance was $28,595,000 against 
$59,295,000—a decrease of 51.8 per cent. 

For the first eleven months, the total new business 
of these companies was $9,967,817,000 this year 
against $11,348,804,000 last year—a decrease of 12.2 
per cent. New Ordinary insurance amounted to 
$6,737,466,000 against $7,764,878,000—a decrease of 
13.2 per cent.

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OUR OWN CONSERVATION PLAN—Continued 
mathematics involved are not at all complex and would 
involve merely a special table of premium rates. There 
are two ways in which reissue could be accomplished, 
depending on whether or not the policyholder intended 
to repay the loan. If he did, he would have to pass a 
medical examination and the reissue would be for the 
original full face amount of the policy. Not only 
would this pay the loan back, but it would insure it 
from inception. 

If this plan was not acceptable, the policy could be 
automatically reissued for the amount at risk. On 
either basis, it could be done either on the same type 
of policy as originally issued or else on some special 
plan on which all reissued policies would be the same. 
The trouble with the latter idea is to work it out in 
some way so that a new policy would not have to be 
used. . The most valid objections to this plan appear to 
be: (1) how to handle premium loans and (2) how 
to handle temporary loans. As to handling premium 
loans we think that the plan would work well in con- 
junction with the automatic premium loan provision. 
As to the second objection we doubt that there are 
many temporary loans, and where a man does intend 
to pay back the money he could probably be persuaded 
to take a reissued policy for the full face amount. 

The advantages of such a plan as we suggest are: 
(1) its cheapness; (2) the insured gets a number of 
advantages which he can readily see and understand, 
such as (a) a premium rate lower than anyone else 
could get at the same age (b) higher 
cash values, (c) waiver of suicide and incontestability 
provisions, (d) a policy dated back to a younger age 
if the equities permitted, (e) he would understand 
that the increased premium is due entirely to his in- 
creased age and not to the general cussedness of the

various forms has been adopted by fifty of the British 
life offices, including the largest and the oldest com- 
panies there. Considerable variations have been made 
on the original idea both including the initial payment, 
variation of the 12% income paid in this country, 
several companies paying a 16% income and variations 
in the final payments made at the end of the Family 


Income period. 

“Few men in this country ever heard of Mr. Philip Burnet, or of the 
assurance company founded by him a quarter of a century ago (the 
Continental-American Life, of Wilmington), but when Mr. Burnet died, 
on November 10, thousands of British men lost a benefactor.

Even life assurance men seem uncertain as to the true origin of 
this scheme, and as our tribute to Mr. Philip Burnet we write this 
acknowledgment of the debt under which he placed life offices, life 
assurance men, and an ever-increasing number of British homes, by 
his stroke of genius.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS IN THE UNITED 
STATES IN 1931 


Not since 1916 has the country suffered from so exten- 
sive and destructive an epidemic of poliomyelitis (infantile 
paralysis) as it has this year according to the Metropoli- 
tan Life’s Statistical Bulletin. Up to October 17th there 
was a total of 13,091 cases reported in nineteen of our 
states which had an aggregate population of over eighty 
million people. There was, therefore, a sickness rate of 
twenty-one cases registered for each 100,000 of population. 
In 1916, the sickness rate was 53.3 per 100,000. There 
were, therefore, two and a half times as many cases in 
each unit of the population in the earlier outbreak as in 
this latest invasion. The disease this year was also much 
less virulent than in 1916, For the states reporting both 
deaths and cases in the two years there occurred 10.3 
deaths per hundred cases in 1931 as compared with 26.2 
deaths per hundred cases in 1916. The total effect on 


mortality this year was, therefore, very much less than 
in 1916. 
JUNE 30 MARKET VALUES ADOPTED 


By an overwhelming majority the National Conven- 
tion of Insurance Commissioners at a meeting held De- 
cember 8, at the Hotel Penns sylvania, New York City, 
adopted resolutions which permit insurance companies to 
use a “fair market” based on June 30, 1931 values of 
securities in their filed annual statements. Only three dis- 
senting votes were registered, one of these being Con- 
necticut, the other two Mississippi and District of 
Columbia.

Report of Examination Reviewed 

This fraternal society was examined by the Minnesota Insurance 
Department as of July 31, 1931, the report being dated August 
27th. The association was organized in 1878 and operates as a 
purely fraternal society. It has a large system with a ritualistic 
form of work and a representative form of government. Member- 
ship is confined to Roman Catholics between the ages of 16 and 
50. Extracts from the examiner's report as of the statement date, 
July 31, 1931, show total income $225,528, total disbursements 
$148,658, admitted assets $2,642,220, Nabilities $149,079. The society 
had as of July 3ist benefit certificates in force amounting to 
$13,811,500, numbering 16,355. 

Of the assets, the company has invested in mortgage loans 
$2,185,126.00. Of this amount $225,000 is on farm properties and 
the remainder is on city properties. There are two city loans 
amounting to $33,520 in process of foreclosure; three mortgage 
loans past due as to principal amounting to $8,306; ten mortgage 
loans amounting to $85,200 not past due as to principal but past 
due as to interest. The company’s bond accounts amount to 
$283,215, all of these being in the State, Province, County and 
Municipal issues. The examiners in their comments stated that 
the association still holds certain bonds which were criticized 
in a previous examination. The examiners, after a careful check 
of the death claim file, stated that all claims were paid promptly 
upon receipt of due proof. The examiners did not value the 
company’s ordinary life policies, but find that the actuary's 
certificate of valuation of the society as of Dec. 31, 1930 showed 
the association to be 99% solvent, using as a basis 80% of the 
National Fraternal Table of Mortality with 444% interest.

For the Retirement Annuity, both annual and single premium 
plans, the Society will employ a uniform dividend rate, regardless 
of the age at issue. 


Modified Dividend Scale—Disability Business 

On policies providing for disability income (but not on those 
previding premium waiver only) issued at rates in effect prior 
to February 1, 1930, dividends beginning January 1, 1932, will be 
at a rate slightly less than for policies that were issues without 
disability income. 

Excess Interest 

The excess interest in 1932 will continue at the rate of 1% %, as 
in the past few years, making a total of 4%% to be allowed on 
insurance proceeds and on dividends left on deposit. This 
rate is on the annual basis; where payments are made other 
than annually the excess interest rate is 1.65%, or a total of 4.65°% 
to offset the earlier payments. 


Guaranteed Investment Policy 

The Equitable Life of N. Y. is now stressing its guaranteed 
investment policy which was originally introduced some years 
ngo. The contract is guaranteed as regards principal and also 
guarantees an income of 5% a year on the face amount with 
excess interest earnings. The guaranteed investment policy is 
u combination of ordinary life insurance and a small amount of 
survivorship annuity, issued under one cover. Under the policy 
at the death of the buyer the ordinary life portion of the con- 
tract is placed to the credit of the beneficiary under the option 1 
of the contract. This guarantees an assured income of 3% and 
the survivorship annuity element adds 2%, making a guaranteed 
total of 5%, payable as long as the beneficiary lives. Excess in- 
terest is also payable from the excess earnings on the ordinary 
life part of the contract. Upon the death of buyer, the Equitable 
issues to the beneficiary a guaranteed investment bond which 
(1) pays beneficiary the income for life, (2) keeps the face of the 
policy intact throughout the life term of the primary beneficiary ; 
and No. 3, to pass the face amount on to a second beneficiary. 
The cost of this contract at insured age 45 and beneficiary age 
40, is as follows, for a $10,000 face amount: Annual premium 
without extra features $395.50 for the life element and $78.40 for 
the survivorship annuity element, making a total of $473.90. This 
payment provides an ultimate yearly income to the wife of $500., 
being 5% on the face amount, $200. of this amount coming from 
the annuity element and $300. from the life element. Excess in- 
terest earnings of 1.65 or $165.00 brings the total income up to 
$665.00, according to the company’s present excess interest rate. 


Details of Large Standard Oil Group Contract 

The group life insurance and annuity plan of the Standard Oil 
Company (New Jersey), which includes disability benefits, worked 
out with the Equitable Life and recently announced by the com- 
pany, assumes unique importance, not only because of the large 
number of corporations included in the plan but also because of 
the extensive benefits provided therein. Participation of the em- 
ployees in this group plan is wholly voluntary. The plan itself 
becomes effective January 1, 1932, subject to the conditions that 
not less than 75% of the eligible employees accept it. It is 
available to all employees of the group of companies on equal 
terms, regardless of age, sex, occupation, or physical condition 
so long as they have had one year’s service and are actively at 
work. All employees engaged, or reengaged, on or after January 
1, 1932, shall become eligible to subscribe to the plan as soon 
as they are credited with one year's service if then actively at 
work. Employees who are on the inactive list when they would 
otherwise be eligible will become eligible to subscribe immediately 
upon their resumption of active duty. No medical examination 
will be required if employees subscribe for the insurance within 
31 days after becoming eligible; otherwise, employees may obtain 
or renew their group insurance only by passing the Equitable’s 
examination at their own expense. 

The Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, employer of 120,000, 
and 28 affiliated corporations included in the plan, make this one 
of the greatest contracts ever consummated in this field. Some

It is a contribu- 
tory plan. The employees pay sixty cents per month per $1,000 
of insurance. Details of the cost and provisions covering dis- 
ability benefits given hereafter.

(a) Annual earnings represent a subscriber's normal earnings 
when working full time for a year at his rate of pay on the date 
his insurance becomes effective or on any subsequent adjustment 
date, whichever is applicable. In the case of an employee receiv- 
ing a productive bonus or commission in addition to his base 
pay, the average bonus or commission received by him shall be 
included in determining his annual earnings. 


(b) The amount of a subscriber's insurance will be adjusted as 
of July 1, 1933 and July 1 of each succeeding year to conform 
to changes in earnings classification. For subscribers on the in- 
active list on the adjustment date, the rate of pay on the date 
when last in active service shall govern. 

(c) An annuitant retired under the “Annuity Plan” of the 
Standard Oil Company (New Jersey) shall have his insurance 
based on his rate of pay on the date when last in active service. 
Any adjustment required under this rule will be effective on the 
first adjustment date immediately following the date of his re- 
tirement. 


Total and Permanent Disability Benefits 

If an employee who became a subscriber on January 1, 1932 
becomes totally and permanently disabled either through sick- 
ness or accident prior to age 60 (women 50) and before any in- 
terruption in the continuity of his insurance, the life insurance 
shall terminate and, in lieu of such life insurance and all other 
benefits under this Plan, the amount thereof shall be payable to 
such employee as a total and permanent disability benefit in 
sixty equal monthly instalments provided proof of such dis- 
ability satisfactory to The Equitable Life Assurance Society is 
received by them before the expiration of one year from the date 
of its commencement. Subject to same conditions, other sub- 
scribing employees become eligible to the same benefit provided 
the insurance shall have been in force at last twelve consecutive 
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months at the commencement of disability. No premium is pay- 
able during any period of total and permanent disability for 
which benefits are payable. 

The first monthly disability benefit instalment will be due 
three months after approval of the claim by the Equitable or 
six months after the commencement of such disability, which- 
ever is the later date. Subsequent instalments become due 
monthly thereafter during continuance of such disability until 
completion of the sixty instalment payments. The amount of 
each monthly instalment shall be determined in accordance with 
the following table of instalments:

If a subscriber who is receiving total and permanent disability 
instalments dies while any instalments due him remain unpaid, 
such remaining instalments shall be commuted at 344% per annum 
compound interest and paid in one sum to the beneficiary. 

This group plan supplements the long-existing annuity and 
benefits plan which has been perfected by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany (N. J.) and put on a basis of participation of cost with the 
employees with reference to future service. This action was fore- 
cast in the Annual Report to the stockholders of the Standard 
Oil Company (N. J.), which included the following statements: 

“The accumulated reserves on the books of the company and 
its subsidiaries at the end of the year to cover the estimated 
actual liability for annuities already granted and now being 
paid to employees retired under the company’s annuities and 
benefits plan are $10,354,920.10. 

“These reserves have been increased by the sum of $37,420,- 
000.00 to provide a fund estimated by the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society, after an actuarial study, as needed with its 
earnings to pay annuities that may be granted hereafter under 
this plan by the participating companies in the United States 
to present employees on account of service already rendered. 
To this extent provision is being made for accrued service 
credits of such employees covering the entire period of their 
past connection with the company. This amount is also in- 
cluded in surplus adjustments for the period.” 

In addition to group insurance the company pays out of its own 
funds a death benefit ranging up to one full year’s salary, de- 
pending on length of service, to the dependents of all employees 
who are participants in the group insurance plan at the time 
of their death, and a lesser amount in the case of non-participants. 
Since 1918, the Standard Oil Company (N. J.) has provided out of 
its own funds annuities of 20% of average annual salary for the 
five years preceding retirement at the age of 65 for each year of 
service, with a maximum of 75°. While the company has found 
it necessary to revise the provisions of its Annuity Plan, all 
annuity credits earned to date by employees in the service on 
December 31, 1931 will remain unimpaired if they remain in the 
service until retirement. “The new plan,” the company explains, 
“provides for voluntary participation by employees, and is con- 
sidered by experts to be one of the best of its kind. Under it, 
an employee is entitled ta a 1% annuity for each year of service 
after January 1, 1932, with a maximum of 374%, to be paid 
by the Company regardless of whether he himself contributes. 
Also, he has the opportunity of bringing it up to 2% for each 
year of service by contributing from 3% to 5% of his current 
earnings. The new plan has three distinct advantages over the 
old one: 

“(a) It allows employees with thirty-five years’ service to re- 
tire at the age of 60 (women at 50) instead of 65, which is the 
regular retiring age. 

“(b) After twenty years’ contributory service an employee has 
a vested right, for he may leave the service prior to age 65 with 
the option of taking a deferred life annuity, starting when he 
becomes 65 (women 55). 



















*“(c) The contributory feature is in effect an organized savings 
plan with compound interest at not less than 3% assured, the 
Company matching the employee contribution practically dollar 
for dollar in case the contributions are used to provide for old 
age. Voluntary contributions of employees will be deducted from 
salaries. 

“In addition, the Annuity Plan offers an ironclad safeguard for 
funds impounded. Not only are employee deposits held in trust, 
returnable with interest at any time should a subscriber wish to 
withdraw, but Company contributions to match employee sub- 
scriptions are also safeguarded and not in any way affected by 
whatever revisions may be made in the Plan at any future date. 
All annuity credits earned up to the time of revision are abso- 
lutely safe from change.” 

The annuity plan of the Standard Oil Company (N. J.) is con- 
sidered by authorities as creating a new high standard in pen- 
sion plan. It is generous in benefits, fully funded, contractual 
in character, and modern to the last degree in its various pro- 
visions. The employees are now fully secured in all previous 
pension promises. They will continue to receive additions to their 
annuity credits without requirement of contribution, but may 
double such additional future credits by sharing with the em- 
ployer on a 50-50 contribution with reference to such increased 
benefits. Each employee is entitled to receive back at any time 
his contributions with three per cent compound interest. In addi- 
tion to that, every employee who has contributed for twenty 
years is vested with a full interest in all the contributions which 
the employer has put up to match the contributions of the em- 
ployee. 

The Standard Oil Company (N. J.) stands at the top with 
reference to employee representation in all matters having to do 
with the welfare of the employees. The various properties insured 
under this plan and the numerous branches of the same have 
employee representatives within each unit. This organization has 
been built up under the officers of the Standard Oil Company 
(N. J.) by a committee of highly skilled officers who are all 
prominent in industrial relations.

Report of Examination Reviewed 


The Gem City Life was examined as of December 31, 1930 by the 
Ohio Insurance Department, the report being only recently re- 
ceived. The income account as filed by the company and pub- 
lished in our Life Report was changed slightly, the income re- 
ported by the examiners being $1,048,513. The disbursement 
account also was changed to $737,664. The total assets were re- 
duced to $2,378,621 and liabilities increased to $1,998,804 from 
$1,973,188. These changes resulted in a net decrease in the sur- 
plus of the company of $32,357 to a figure of $114,617. ‘The ex- 
aminers noted that the system of advancing funds to agents is 
a source of many losses to the company, not only in the amounts 
actually loaned, but also in the loss of interest on these funds. 
The examiners indicated that the company’s claims are settled 
promptly upon receipt of proper proof. The Accident & Health 
Department showed a deficit of $27,253. The examiners reviewed 
in detail the real estate and mortgage loan accounts of the com- 
pany. We have selected certain portions of the examiner's report 
for publication hereafter as being of interest to our subscribers. 


Capital Stock 


“The Company was incorporated with an authorized capital of 
$100,000.00, divided into 10,000 shares of a par value of $10.00 
each. At a special meeting of the Board of Directors held July 
12, 1916, a resolution was passed declaring it necessary to in- 
crease the authorized capital stock to $500,000.00, divided into 
).000 shares of a par value of $10.00 each. At the same meet- 
ing another resolution was passed authorizing the officers to pro- 
ceed with the necessary operations when the written consent to 
such increase in the capital stock had been secured from two- 
thirds or more of the stockholders of the Company. We were 
unable to locate in the minutes of the Directors’ Meetings any 
record of when the consent of more than two-thirds of the holders 
of the capital stock was secured. On April 21, 1919, a copy of 
the resolutions was filed with the Secretary of State. The Com- 
pany then proceeded to sell additional capital stock until Decem- 
ber 31, 1927, when there was outstanding capital stock amount- 
ing to $200,710.00. No more stock was sold until the latter part 
of 1930 when 4,400.00 more stock was sold. 

“The capital stock outstanding on December 31, 1930 was verified 
by a check of the stock certificates stubs and the stock register 
ecards. The total stock outstanding amounted to $265,110.00, 
divided into 26,511 shares of a par value of $10.00 each. The 
stock has a wide distribution throughout Ohio. Much of the new 
issue of stock was sold in West Virginia. The officers of the 
Company own 4,075 shares and directors, not officers, own 7,680 
shares. 

Investment Policy 


“It has been the practice of the Company to invest most of its 
available funds in mortgage loans on real estate. It has an in- 
vestment amounting to $44,045.51 in government, municipal and 
miscellaneous bonds. As of the date of this examination it had 
an investment amounting to $248,065.45 in real estate. It came 
into possession of the real estate with one exception through the 
foreclosure of mortgage loans which had become delinquent in 
the payment of interest, principal and expenses on the property 
The investment in real estate at this time amounts to nearly one- 
sixth of the amount invested in mortgage loans. 

“In the analysis of the financial statement comment will be 
made on the various assets of the Company arising out of the 
investment of its funds. 


Assets 
Book Value of Real Estate—$248,055.45: 


“The real estate owned by the Company, as of December 31, 
1930, consisted of thirty-four parcels, all of which, with the excep- 
tion of parcel number 1, has been acquired through foreclosure 
proceedings in cases where mortgage loans had become delinquent. 
The properties are carried at an invested book value amounting to 
$248,055.45. The Company has disposed of thirteen of the parcels 
under contracts for sale. There were no appraisals in the files 
for many of the properties. They have been allowed at the values 
used by the Company in its records. The properties are distrib- 
uted as to location as follows: 8 parcels in Ohio; 3 parcels in 
West Virginia; 12 parcels in Georgia; 11 parcels in Kentucky. 





“Up to the time of our examination as of June 30, 1930, the Com- 
pany had kept no register of real estate owned except the account 
in its General Ledger. During the interim between that date and 
December 31, 1930, it has installed a real estate register. In mak- 
ing up this register, an attempt was made to exclude from the 
book value items of expense for taxes and insurance which had 
been included in the book value of certain parcels of real estate. 
It appears that the Company is slow in completing its real estate 
records. They should be kept up-to-date. * * * *, 

“Parcel No. 27 represents the Company’s largest investment in 
real estate, and consists of a large number of vacant lots in the 
Old Orchard Land division of the City of Ashland, Kentucky. 
The property was acquired by agreement from the Old Orchard 
Land Company on account of that company defaulting in its inter- 
est and principal payments on loan No. 431 for the principal sum 
of $60,000.00. Soon after the loan was completed the financial 
slump occurred and the mortgagor was unable to meet not only 
interest payments on its loan but also Street and other tax as- 
sessments. To protect its investment, the Company paid them 
and charged all its expenditures on account of the loan to the 
loan. In fact the Company had had charge of the property some- 
time before it transferred it to its real estate account. At different 
times it received payments on interest and expenses which had 
been incurred. These payments were credited to the loan. In the 
meantime some of the lots had been sold of the original 130 lots. 
Payments were received on the sales under contract for sale. Just 
before the Company made the transfer from a mortgage loan to a 
real estate holding the balance due the Company on account of the 
property was $75,435.05. An attempt was made to adjust the 
amount of the mortgage by decreasing the amount $12,952.90. This 
was an unnecessary and an erroneous entry to make. The correct 
ing entry was not made until after the mortgage had been trans- 
ferred to real estate. In the meantime some small expenses hac 
been incurred and paid and some payments had been received 
reimbursing the Company and making payments on the lots sold. 

When the Company constructed its new real estate register it 
segregated those lots under contract for sale from those still 
unsold. Those unsold are grouped under Parcel No. 27 and repre- 
sent a book value of $70,699.37 as shown by the register or ledger. 
The lots sold under contract for sale were listed separately in the 
real estate ledger. * * * * 


Mortgage Loans—$1 572,230.64, Life Department; 
$17,143.98, A. & H. Department: 


“The Company had an invested asset amounting to $1,589,424.62 
which was secured by first liens on real estate, as of December 
31, 1930. This amount was distributed as follows: to the Life De- 
partment, $1,572,280.64 and to the Accident and Health Depart- 
ment, $17,143.98. These items were verified by your Examiners 
and found to consist of:

The mortgage loans on file with the Insurance Department were 
verified by a certificate from the Department. The papers in con- 
nection with all mortgages on file in the Home Office were care- 
fully inspected. Notation was made for all papers out of file and 
for any discrepancies. Some missing papers were restored to the 
files. In the case of mortgages in process of foreclosure most of 
the papers in connection with such mortgages were reported to 
be in the hands of the attorneys looking after the case. It is ap- 
parent to your Examiners that there is an undue delay in com- 
pleting the mortgage loan files. Checks are sent out before the 
complete papers are received and filed in some instances. Nota- 
tions observed in the records of the Executive Committee Meet- 
ings state that checks will be sent out when the papers comply 
with the instructions of the Company’s attorney. There appears 
to be an undue delay also in transferring mortgage loans which 
have been foreclosed to real estate. It is not the general practice 
of the Company to enter endorsements on the notes in case of 
payments on the principal and the interest. 

“It has been the practice of the Company in some cases to in- 
crease the amount of the loan by adding the amounts paid for 
taxes, insurance, attorneys’ fees, and other expenses incurred in 
connection with the loan when the mortgagor is delinquent in 
taking care of those expenses. In some instances the interest 
due has been added to the amount of the loan. It is the opinion

of your Examiners that only those items of expense, which go to 
increase the value of the property mortgaged, should be added 
to the amount of the mortgage. 

“The interest due and accrued was carefully ascertained or 
computed. In the Life Department the interest due or past due 
amounted to $32,078.04 and accrued to $30,251.16, making a total 
of $62,329.20 which is entered as a non-ledger asset. In the 
Accident and Health Department the past due interest amounted 
to $518.00 and the accrued to $148.74 making a total of $666.74 
which is entered under non-ledger assets for that Department. 

“The loans in default as to interest payments are loans, Num- 
bers 131, 158, 163, 167, 169, 196, 215, 218, 223, 224, 225, 226, 228, 234, 
237, 239, 259, 266, 279, 280, 291, 300, 305, 309, 339, 351, 354, 358, 377, 385, 
389, 398, 425, 428, 430, 437, 461, 466, 472, 478, 481, 482, 491, 492, 504, 
511, 514, 517, 525, 536, 539, 581, 587, 591, 504, 603 and 608. The period 
past due running from six months to three years. There were 29 
loans in which the interest was at least one year past due. There 
were three loans in which the interest was two years past due and 
one loan in which the interest was three years past due. Among 
the Accident Department loans there were two loans which were 
in arrears for interest payments.

Loan No. 601 for $3,689.17. There is no sworn appraisal in file. 


Loan No. 602 for $8,917.50. The appraisal on file for this prop- 
erty was made by the Appraisal Committee on real estate for the 
Falls Office of the Central Depositors Bank and Trust Company 
of Akron, Ohio. The appraisal is at $20,000.00, with no designa- 
tion of the value of the land and building separately. 


Loan No. 603 for $37,500.00 is on an Apartment building located 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. The loan was originally made to the Edward 
LD. Woodward Company, Trustee. The Apartment building was 
under construction at the time the loan was acquired. The papers 
are dated May 31, 1930, and the mortgage is due in four months. 
At the time of making this examination no payments on the prin- 
cipal or interest had been received by the Company.

The original mortgage and note were not in the file. A receipt 
indicated that they were in the hands of Edward D. Woodward, 
Agent, Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Loan No. 604 for $8,000.00. This loan is a renewal of loan No. 
303, which was secured by a mortgage on a farm of 215.16 acres 
located in Geauga County, Ohio. The Company foreclosed on this 
loan. The property was sold at public auction by the Sheriff. The 
Company acquired the property at the auction on its bid of 
$6,000.00. It received a Sheriff's Deed for the property March 18, 
1930. Correspondence in the file indicates that the Company later 
sold the property back to the mortgagor, Geo. L. Dubin and Wife, 
at a consideration of $9,000.00, accepting as payment for the prop- 
erty three notes—two notes for $500.00 each and one note for 
$8,000.00—all at 7% interest, payable semi-annually. All the notes 
were dated April 1, 1930. One $500.00 note was due in 30 days and 
the other $500.00 note was due in 60 days. The $8,000.00 note is 
due in 5 years. As of the date of this examination, the two 
$500.00 notes had been paid. The notes were to be secured by a 
mortgage in the sum of $9,000.00. It appears that an error was 


made in making up the mortgage when it was made for the 
principal sum of $8,000.00. That amount is the’ book value as of 
December 31, 1930.

Loan No. 461 for $3,000.00. The appraisal in the file indicated 
that the land was valued at $3,000.00 and the buildings at $3,000.00, 
There was no fire insurance in the file. Using the 50% of the 
land value allowable under the law governing mortgage loan in- 
vestments for life insurance companies as a basis the maximum 
amount of an authorized loan is $1,500.00. The book value of the 
loan being $3,000.00, it is excessive in the amount of $1,500.00, 
which amount is included in the items deducted under assets not 
admitted for excessive loans. 

Loan No. 624 for $2,394.93. The same condition is found with 
this loan. The land is valued at $1,000.00 and the buildings at 
$4,000.00. No fire insurance was found in the file. In this case 
$500.00 is the maximum amount allowed for an authorized loan. 
The book value of the loan being at $2,394.93, it is excessive in 
the amount of $1,894.93, which amount is included in the items 
deducted under assets not admitted for excessive loans. 

Loan No. 635 for $16,000.00, This loan for $16,000.00 is represented 
by a note in the same amount dated September 30, 1930, with in- 
terest at 6%, payable January and July first of each year and is 
signed by Hollie F. Parsons. In addition to the note and the 
mortgage there was found in the file a certificate for 400 shares 
of Gem City Life Insurance Company stock—Certificate No. S069. 
The certificate bore issue date of November 26, 1930. It was as- 
signed in blank by Jno. A. Parsons in lead pencil. 

Loan No. 666 for $52,000.00. There appears to be several unusual 
transactions in connection with this loan. The loan appears to 
have been negotiated as of December 30, 1930. The Company is- 
sued its check No. 45785, dated December 26, 1930, for the sum 
of $37,000.00, payable to the order of The Gem City Life Insurance 
Company. The check was endorsed to the order of the Union 
Trust Company, Dayton, Ohio, and deposited by the Company to 
its credit December 29, 1930. An inspection of the Company's 
income record for the date on which the check was issued, Decem- 
ber 26, 1930, discloses the following credit entries:

“The Stock Ledger Card shows that on December 20, 1930, Cer- 
tificate No. 4011 for 1480 Shares was issued to Catherine T. Wehm- 
ing and Albert Wehming. 

“The Company’s check No. 45841 for $15,000.00 was issued to 
Catherine T. Wehming and Albert Wehming on December 30, 1930. 
This check with the check for $37,000.00 make a total of $52,000.00, 
the book value of mortgage loan No. 666. 

“In examining the papers in the file for this mortgage, your 
Examiners found the stock certificate referred to in a preceding 
paragraph. The certificate was complete as to number, number of 
shares, to whom issued, date of issue and the complete wording 
of the certificate. The certificate was not signed by the officers 
of the Company. An order to the Secretary of The Gem City 
Life Insurance Company, with the following instructions, was also 
found in the file: “Dear Sir: We hereby authorize you to pay 
to the order of The Gem City Life Insurance Co., Dayton, Ohio, 
the sum of $37,000.00 being a partial payment of the loan of 
$52,000.00 which we are making of your company evidenced by our 
note for said amount, dated December 18, 1930 and secured by a 
mortgage on the following described real estate.” 

“Said loan being designated on your books as No. 666 
Signed Catherine T. Wehming 
Attest Albert Wehming” 

“Two fire insurance binders were in the file. One bound the 
company designated in the sum of $8,000.00 against loss by fire to 
begin December 30, 1930 and dated January 10, 1931. The other 
binder bound the company designated in the sum of $20,000.00 
against loss by fire and in the sum of $10,000.00 against loss by 
tornado to begin January 7, 1931. This date had been crossed out 
and December 30, 1930, substituted in writing with pen and ink. 
The date on the binder was January 7, 1931. 

Loan No. 671 for $3,000.00. There was no mortgage in the file 
for this loan. There was a receipt in the file from The E. D. Wood- 
ward Realty Co., stating that the mortgage was at the Court 
House, Hamilton County, Ohio, for transfer. The fire insurance 
was evidenced by a binder in the sum of $3,000.00, to begin De- 
cember 30, 1930. The binder was dated January 8, 1931. 


Loan No. 678 for $1,400.00. There was no mortgage in file for 
this loan. 








Comments on Guaranty Investment Company Loans 

“On December 4, 1930 the Company entered into a contract, 
which is made a part of this report, with the Guaranty Invest. 
ment Company of Charleston, West Virginia, to purchase certain 
real estate notes, aggregating (principal and interest) the sum of 
$161,418.24. Irregularities were noted in the inspection of many 
of-the loans transferred to the Company on this date. Such loans 
will be commented on individually and a general comment will fol- 
low these comments. 

“When your Examiners first began to inspect the mortgages 
acquired by this purchase they called to the attention of those in 
charge of the records and some of the officers of the Company 
that the amount paid for accrued interest should not be inciuded 
in the book value of the mortgage. Time was given for the correc 
tions to be made. A few were made. All should be adjusted to 
the actual value of the mortgage. 

“Many of the notes are of an unusual form. No provision is 
made for any interest being paid until the note is due. The 
amount paid for accrued interest on such loans is a dormant in. 
vestment #s it earns no interest and is not payable; better re- 
coverable until the note matures or is paid. 

“It may be observed that many of the monthly pay notes were 
reported out for collection. These notes were acquired December 
4, 1930, according to the records. Up to February 9, 1931, the date 
on which the inspection was made no credits had been entered for 
any of them. (Ed.—This agreement sets forth the terms whereby 
the Guaranty Investment Company a West Virginia corporation, 
sold and transferred to the Gem City Life Insurance Company 
certain negotiable promissory notes, usually bearing interest at 
6%, and payable to the order of Guaranty Investment Company, 
and duly endorsed in blank to the Gem City Life Insurance Com 
pany. This agreement was signed by the president of the invest 
ment company, Edgar C. Lawson, and I. S. Morrissett, president 
of the Gem City Life.) 

Book Value of Bonds—$44,045.51: 

“All of the bonds owned by the Company as of December 31, 
1930, of a par value of $44,600.00, excepting $1,100.00 of U. S. Liberty 
Bonds, were on deposit with the Ohio Insurance Department as 
was evidenced by a certificate received from the Superintendent 
of Insurance. The Liberty Bonds referred to were counted at 
the Vaults of the Winters National Bank, Dayton, Ohio, on Janu- 
ary 2, 1931. The Company has elected the amortization basis for 
the valuation of its bonds. The Company owned one lot of bonds 
which were not subject to amortization. The bonds were in de- 
fault as to principal on and after January 2, 1931. The bonds were 
to be refinanced on the consent of the holders of all the bonds 
outstanding. The best market rate we could obtain for these bonds 
was SOO. Using this rate, the market value obtained was $12,000.00. 
The book value for these bonds was $15,000.00. The excess of the 
book over the market value is $3,000.00. This amount is deducted 
under assets not admitted. 

“The interest accrued, as of December 31, 1931 for all bonds, 
aimounted to $719.38. This amount is entered under non-ledger 
assets. 

Agents’ Balances—$153,146.58, Life Dept.; 
$12,716.15, A. & H. Dept.: 

“The accounts going to make up the item of agents’ balances in 
each department were carefully reviewed and each balance listed 
to arrive at the gross debit and credit for each department. The 
gross debit for the Life Department amounted to $153,313.79 and 
the gross credit amounted to $167.21. The net balance arising 
therefrom is $153,146.58. The gross debit for the A & H Depart 
ment amounted to $12,771.65 and the gross credit amounted to 
$55.50. The net balance arising therefrom is $12,716.15. The net 
balances are entered as assets while the gross balances are de- 
ducted under assets not admitted. 

“The balances appear to be chiefly advances to agents. It seems 
that the system of advances to agents is the source for many 
losses to the Company. The money advanced is not the only loss 
to the Company. The interest that it would earn, if properly in- 
vested, is also lost to the Company. The disbursements for both 
departments include a large item for agents’ balances charged off. 


Deficit—A ccident and Health Department 
“The admitted assets, as shown by the financial statement of the 


Accident and Health Department, amount to $23,147.72, and the 
total amount of all liabilities is $50,400.87. This condition produces 
a deficit as of December 31, 1930, amounting to $27,253.15 for the

The Lamar Life intends continuing the income disability pro- 
vision on a revised basis. As yet it has not definitely decided 
as to the changes to be made, but in the meantime its under- 








writing rules have been changed as follows: It has asked its 
agents not to take applications for disability on women, non- 
wage earners, farmers and farm laborers, industrial workers, 
students dependent upon parents, and sub-standard risks. Gen- 
erally speaking, the income disability feature will be granted to 
selected groups where the person applying for life insurance has 
been in a salaried position for a reasonable length of time or in 
a definitely established business which has required his personal, 
full time service. Waiver of premium may be granted some of 
these risks. The income disability feature will not be added to 
old policies, but this does not apply to waiver of premium only.

3. Will not grant disability income benefits to any applicant 
who already has disability income benefits aggregating $500 a 
month in all companies, irrespective of the form of insurance— 
life, health and accident, or annuity—under which the benetits 
may be obtained. 

4. Will continue to issue disability benefits under Automatically 
Convertible Term insurance policies. 

5. The full disability benefits will not be granted on less than 
a total of $2,500 of insurance, including existing policies in the 
Massachusetts Mutual, 

6. The waiver benefit will not be granted on insurance in 
excess of $50,000 in the Massachusetts Mutual. 


7. Disability income benefits will be granted only to risks 
selected from a highly restricted group of occupations. Farmers, 
industrial workers generally, and other occupations under which 
there has been an excessive disability claim rate will be excluded. 
In a general way, the company desires to grant such benetits only 
to salaried employees and business men. 

8. No disability benefits will be granted under insurance writ- 
ten on corporation forms or under survivorship annuities. 

Until further notice premiums for both waiver and waiver and 
annuity benefits remain as at present, as well as the age limits 
within which the benefit is granted.

Attorney General Asks Forfeiture of Charter 

The Charter of this corporation to operate as a non-profit or- 
ganization was approved by Judge of the Circuit Court of Duval 
County, on April 29th, 1930. It is claimed that the organization is 
offering in its certificate regular insurance benefits in case of per- 
manent physical disability, either as a result of accident, illness 
or old age, or in the event of the death of the member. Since the 
corporation laws under which it is organized do not permit such 
transactions, the Attorney General is asking that its Charter be 
annuled because of its improper use, claiming that it is exceeding 
the authority given to it under the non-profit law.

The Mutual Trust Life will discontinue the writing of income 
disability benefits, effective January 1. For the present, waiver 
of premium and double indemnity features will be continued 
without change. At the same time the company announces two 
new policies—an income endowment at age 55, and a new income 
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endowment at age 60. The company has also revised its income 
endowment at age 65 contract, the most important feature being 
a reduction in rate. This latter contract replaces the company’s 
former policy with similar title. 

The new Income Endowment at ages 55, 60, and 65, are all 
Continuous Pay Endowment policies, maturing for the insured 
in the form of a monthly income of $10.00 per thousand of face 
amount of insurance, this income payable to the insured for 
100 months certain and so long thereafter as he may live; but 
in any event at least 100 monthly payments will be made. As 
with the old Income Endowment at 65, the cash value exceeds 
the face value on these Income Endowment policies as the con- 
tract nears maturity; and in the event of death when the cash 
value exceeds the face value, the cash value of course is payable. 
The maturity cash value of the Income Endowment at 55 is $1,560, 
which amount may be withdrawn in cash rather than in the form 
of an income, if desired; similarly, the maturity cash value of 
the Income Endowment at Age 60 is $1,375.00, which likewise may 
be withdrawn in cash in lieu of the monthly income if desired; 
the maturity cash value of the new Income Endowment at 65 is 
$1,200.00, which likewise may be withdrawn in cash instead of 
in the form of an income, at the option of the insured. 

The company has also revised its retirement Annuity contract, 
the chief change being that the policy hereafter will include 
waiver of premium in event of disability (subject to evidence of 
insurability satisfactory to the company). The new retirement 
annuities, after January 1, will carry a clause to the effect that 
on evidence of insurability the annuity may be converted to any 
form of life or endowment contract issued by the company, as 
of date of issue of the annuity, for the same premium as was 
payable under the annuity contract. The new retirement annuity 
also replaces the old deferred annuity of the company. 

The same dividend schedule will serve for the new Retirement 
Annuity as the published dividend figures for the similar Annuity 
heretofore in use. Dividends are payable on the Retirement 
Annuity only until the beginning of the Annuity; thereafter 
the contract is non-participating, as are all other annuities. 

Dividends for the new Income Endowments at 55, 60, and 65 
policies have not yet been computed. As a guide in making 
approximate dividend calculations, the company indicates that 
the dividends will be not less than the dividends payable under 
the Continuous Payment regular Endowments at the same ages 
of issue and maturity; that is, dividends as now quoted on the 
Continuous Pay Endowment at 55 may be regarded as a minimum 
for dividends on the new Income Endowment at %; dividends 
now quoted on the Continuous Pay Endowment at 60 may be re- 
garded as a minimum for dividends on the new Income Endow- 
ment at 60; dividends now quoted on the Continuous Pay En- 
dowment at 65 may be regarded as a minimum for dividends on 
the Income Endowment at 65. 

The new Income Endowment at age \ contract at age 35 has 
a premium of $68.12, and $69.23 with the waiver of premium 





provision. The premium at the same age for the income endow- 
ment at age 60 contract is $47.77, and with waiver, $48.76, and for 
the income endowment at 65, $36.21 and $37.21 respectively.

Aviation Rider Issued 
In an announcement to its agency force the National Life of 


Vermont sets forth its practice in accepting aviation risks in the 
following words: 

“Standard insurance is written on individuals who travel by 
air only occasionally and infrequently over established air-lines 
in licensed planes with licensed pilots. Owners of aeroplanes, 
officers and employees of aviation companies who are likely to 
take frequent flights, pilots and persons contemplating instruc 
tion in flying cannot ordinarily be accepted, even with an agree 
ment excluding the aviation risk. There remain cases of persons 
who travel by aeroplane too frequently or on too long and ha 
zardous trips to justify acceptance of the aviation risk, but who 
in all other respects are qualified for standard insurance.” 

The latter persons who in all other respects are desirable 
risks may obtain from the National Life, where State Laws do 
not prevent it, policies with an agreement attached under which 
the aviation risk is entirely eliminated from coverage under the 
contract, but in all other respects the company's regular provi 
sions apply to cover death from other causes. In the event that 
death is a result of aviation only the reserve under the policy will 
be returned. 

According to the National Life this agreement is authorized for 
use at this time (Dec, 1, 1931) in the following 31 states only:

Report of Examination Favorable 

The Old Line Insurance Company was examined as of June 30, 
1931, by the Insurance Departments of Kansas, Nebraska, and 
North Dakota. The income for the first six months of 1931 
amounted to $803,569; total disbursements $522,466. The assets as 
of that date were $4,760,780; surplus, $258,396, increased from $200,- 
082, as of December 31, 1930. In addition the company’s reserve for 
fluctuation in assets and mortality was increased from $170,000 to 
$200,000 as of June 30. As of June 30 the company owned real 
estate of $114,684. The aggregate book value of the real estate 
owned other than the home office building comprises slightly in 
excess of $72,000.

The unpaid balance of 
salaries for the years mentioned was set up as a liability in the 
annual statements.

“The above amount of mortgage loans is not in exact harmony 
with the ledger account due to a discrepancy as explained below. 
It is the exact amount of mortgage loans which were found in 
the possession of the company and which were examined with the 
exception of seven loans amounting to $121,500.00 deposited at the 
State House, and receipts held by the company. One loan in the 
amount of $1,800.00 is in process of foreclosure and two others 
show a considerable amount of past due interest which eventually 
may result in foreclosure; the appraisals on file in most cases 
show a considerable margin over the statutory requirements, and 
the location of the loans indicate a careful selection. The reason- 
ably prompt payment of interest also indicates a sound value of 
property on which mortgages are held, but owing to the violent 
fluctuation in real estate values it is deemed advisable to set up a 
reserve to cover possible loss through present and future decline 
in real estate values. Your examiners at the request of the man- 
agement have set up an investment fluctuation reserve in the 
amount of $100,000.00. 

“A discrepancy of $1,200.50 appears in the ledger balance of mort- 
gage loans as of June 30, 1931. Apparently some small installment 
payments on mortgage loans have been credited to interest income; 
an extensive check is now being made by the company and doubt- 
less the error will be discovered and corrected. For the purpose 
of this report we are charging this amount off and reducing the 
ledger account by that amount. The correction will be reflected in 
the company’s records subsequent to the date of this examination.

“These bonds are kept in the safety deposit vaults of the Federal 
Trust Company, Lincoln, Nebraska, where we checked them and 
with the exception of bonds that have been sold since June 30, 1931, 
we found them intact. Since June 30, 1931, the company has pur- 
chased bonds amounting to $38,000.00 par value, and these were 
found to agree with the company’s bond register. 

“The company’s ledger gives the amount of bonds owned on June 
30, 1931, as $1,632,760.77. When we listed the bonds our total was 
in excess of the above ledger balance by the amount of $18.83. We 
found that this difference arose through an error in connection witb 
the sale of certain bonds, the company’s total book value of bonds 
being reduced by the amount of $18.83 instead of taking a profit 
for that amount.

Not 
issued on policies of less than $2,000 or over $12,500. Not issued 
where the total disability coverage carried in other companies, 
together with the amount applied for and carried in this com- 
pany, exceeds a monthly income of $250.00 Disability must 
occur before age 6. Waiting period—six months. Rate not 
increased. Not to be issued to farmers or musicians. 


Income Disability is not Issued to Women 
General Conditions 

The amount of monthly income disability coverage (counting 
that carried in this or other companies) shall in no case exceed 
50% of the applicant’s average earned monthly income over a 
period of the preceding three years. Income Disability will not be 
issued on substandard lives, and only to those engaged in occupa- 
tions which are not hazardous.
